The  shipping  wreight  of  Pansy  plants  will  vary  a  good  deal  with 
seedling  stock  ranging  from  18  to  as  much  as  45  pounds.  The  range 
on  transplanted  stock  will  be  about  28  to  80  pounds.  The  reason  for 
this  wide  variation  is  the  making  up  of  orders  from  successive  plant¬ 
ings  and  the  weather  conditions  prevailing  at  time  plants  are  dug  for 
shipment.  If  weather  is  wet,  naturally  more  soil  adhears  to  the  roots 
increasing  the  wreight.  You  may  rest  assured  that  w-e  will  keep  the 
shipping  weight  as  light  as  possible.  All  shipments  are  packed  in  light, 
individually  tailored,  w'ood  cases.  Weights  given  here  are  per  1000 
plants,  weight  ratio  on  smaller  quantities  will  be  a  little  higher. 

It  is  because  of  the  wide  variation  in  shipping  weight  that  it  is 
impossible  to  quote  a  delivered  price.  We  pack  all  plants  bare  root; 
in  bundles  wrapped  in  Spagnum  moss.  This  is  the  safest  and  lightest 
possible  method  of  packing.  We  do  not  supple  plants  in  flats.
